HOMECOMING 

Homecoming  has  been  set  for  October  1 9  and  we  are  planning  the  activities  in  anticipation  of  your 
attendance.

ACCESS  ROAD 
The  new  access  road  that  we  have  waited  on  for  six  years  is'open  to  the  public.  It  was  officially 
opened  on  July  3.  If  you  have  not  seen  it,  you  need  to  visit  the  campus  and  see  the  campus  as  you 
cross  the  bridge. 

We  are  in  the  process  of  preparing  plans  for  a  new  road  between  the  Ewing  Fine  Arts  Building  and 
the  BSU  Center.  This  road  will  allow  easy  access  to  the  front  of  the  campus  and  allow  us  to  close  the 
streets  behind  Mullen  Gymnasium  and  Ellzey  Hall  to  thru  traffic. 

In  the  process  of  preparing  the  new  street,  we  have  obtained  Engineering  Associates  of  Jackson, 
Mississippi,  to  prepare  a  campus  landscaping  plan  which  will  take  several  years  to  complete  because 
of  the  lack  of  funds. 

A  new  entrance  to  the  campus  calls  for  new  signs  and  landscaping  on  Highway  51 .  The  Alumni 
Association  has  been  raising  funds  for  this  entrance  for  several  years,  but  we  still  need  help  with  this 
project  so  we  can  complete  it  as  soon  as  possible. 

Mississippi  Power  and  Light  Company  employees  recently  completed  the  lights  for  the  bridge  and 
driveway.  We  invite  you  to  visit  us  soon  to  view  this  new  access  road  and  bridge.  You  may  locate  this 
bridge  and  access  road  about  one  mile  south  of  downtown  Wesson  on  Highway  51 . 

MR.  R.  J.  LANDIS 
Mr.  Jesse  Howell,  Jr.,  called  me  back  in  June  to  tell  me  that  I  needed  to  meet  Mr.  R.  J.  Landis,  a 
friend  of  his  from  Jackson.  Mr.  Burlian  Walker  and  I  visited  with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Landis  on  July  16  and 
thoroughly  enjoyed  our  time  with  them. 

Mr.  Landis'  father,  the  late  Mr.  R.  L.  Landis,  was  the  first  superintendent  of  the  Copiah-Lincoln 
Agricultural  High  School.  They  moved  to  Wesson  in  191 3  and  Mr.  Landis  was  superintendent  of  the 
Wesson  Public  School  until  the  AHS  opened  in  1915.  He  organized  and  supported  the  AHS  in  both 
Copiah  and  Lincoln  Counties  and  when  it  became  a  reality,  he  was  named  the  first  superintendent. 

The  Landis'  moved  to  Durant  in  1918  to 
become  superintendent  of  schools  in  that 
town. 

Mr.  R.  J.  Landis  is  retired  and  lives 
with  his  wife  in  Jackson.  You  will  find  a  more 
detailed  article  with  pictures  of  the  Landis'  in 
this  issue  of  the  Colinian.

Access  road  opens

Withstanding  90-plus  degree  tem- 
peratures on  black-top  pavement  was  a 
small  price  tor  state,  county,  local  offi- 
cials to  pay  to  see  the  opening  of  the 
long-awaited  access  road  at  Copiah- 
Lincoln  Community  College. 

Dr.  Billy  Thames,  college  president, 
described  the  July  3  occasion  by  saying, 
"I  know  it's  hot  out  here,  but  an  opportu- 
nity like  this  doesn't  come  along  every 
day." 

The  road,  begun  in  October  of  1990 
and  extending  from  Highway  51  over 
railroad  tracks  into  the  campus,  had 
been  a  dream  of  school  administrators 
since  1985. 

Dr.  Thames  said,  "We  had  been  look- 
ing for  a  way  to  make  travel  to  the 
campus  simpler  and  safer." 

Approximately  100  guests,  including 
Congressman  Mike  Parker  and  High- 


way Commissioner  Wayne  Burkes, 
fanned  themselves  with  programs  as 
remarks  were  made.  College  Board 
Chairman  D.  J.  H.  Stribling,  Wesson 
Mayor  Terri  Edwards,  and  Senator  Lynn 
Posey  were  among  those  praising  the 
completion  of  the  project. 

Parker  said,  "This  is  an  example  of 
how  an  important  accomplishment  can 
make  living  better  for  our  people." 

The  project,  costing  $1 ,164,420  and 
completed  by  Key  Construction  Com- 
pany of  Jackson,  will  also  save  time  for 
students  and  visitors  to  the  campus.  It  is 
estimated  that  three  to  four  minutes  will 
be  cut  off  driving  time  for  those  entering 
by  the  new  route. 

"We  will  look  back  one  day  on  the 
construction  of  this  road  and  remember 
how  important  it  was,"  Commissioner 
Burkes  said.

Natchez  literary  celebration 


When  you  have  a  good  product, 
people  will  buy  it. 

At  least,  that's  what  Copiah-Lincoln's 
Natchez  Campus  has  discovered  with 
its  super-successful  Natchez  Literary 
Celebration. 

On  June  7-9, 1990,  more  than  1 ,000 
people  from  coast  to  coast  showed  up  in 
Natchez  for  the  first  three-day  Natchez 
Literary  Celebration,  which  was  devoted 
to  exploring  the  history,  literature,  and 
culture  of  the  legendary  Natchez  Trace. 

On  May  29-June  1 ,  1991 ,  more  than 
2,0000  attended  a  second  Natchez  Lit- 
erary Celebration,  which  saluted  the 
275th  anniversary  of  Natchez. 

Both  conferences  proved  that  people 
hunger  after  top-quality  conferences 
devoted  to  history,  literature,  and  the 
arts  -  and  their  related,  not-so-serious 
social  events. 

Both  conferences  also  proved  that 
people  will  travel  long  distances  and 
spend  lots  of  money  to  attend. 

"Since  Natchez  in  many  circles  around 
the  globe  is  a  household  word,  getting 
high-ranking  authors,  historians,  schol- 
ars, musicians,  statesmen,  and  politi- 
cians to  be  featured  on  the  program  both 
years  has  not  been  difficult,"  said  Carolyn 
Vance  Smith,  founder  and  co-chairman

of  the  celebration. 

Smith  is  instructorof  English  and  jour- 
nalism and  director  of  public  information 
at  Co-Lin  Natchez. 

Indeed,  the  1990  conference  hosted 
such  living  writers  as  Eudora  Welty  and 
Margaret  Walker  Alexander  and  hon- 
ored such  deceased  writers  as  Richard 
Wright,  John  James  Audubon,  and  Wil- 
liam Faulkner.  Also  hosted  were  award- 
winning  historians  from  the  University  of 
Chicago  and  the  National  Gallery  of  Art; 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  Manuel  Lujan; 
both  U.S.  senators  from  Mississippi;  the 
Mississippi  Symphony  Orchestra;  and 
educators  and  scholars  from  major  U.S. 
universities  and  colleges,  including  those 
in  Mississippi. 

Audiences  at  the  lectures  rangedfrom 
250  to  350  per  session.  Related  confer- 
ence activities,  such  as  the  dedication  of 


the  mansion  Melrose  to  the  National 
Park  Service  and  a  symphony  concert, 
attracted  more  than  1 ,000. 

People  in  the  various  audiences  came 
from  everywhere:  academicians,  stu- 
dents, authors,  professional  and  ama- 
teur historians,  politicians,  lovers  of  lit- 
erature, history,  music,  and  beauty,  and 
general  tourists. 

In  1991  the  conference  hosted  the 
living  writers  Ellen  Douglas,  Brooks 
Haxton,  and  Alice  Walworth  Graham 
and  honored  the  deceased  writers  Varnia 
Howell  (Mrs.  Jefferson)  Davis  and  Rich- 
ard Wright.  The  conference  also  hosted 
top  historians  from  the  So  rbonne  in  Paris, 
the  University  of  Hamburg  in  Germany, 
Yale  University,  the  University  of  Chi- 
cago and  the  University  of  Toronto;  the 
Deputy  Director  of  the  National  Park 
service;  former  Governors  of  Mississippi 
William  Winter  and  Bill  Allain;  the  Missis- 
sippi Symphony  Orchestra;  and,  again, 
educators  and  scholars  from  across  the 
country. 

Lectures  again  attracted  an  audience 
similar  to  that  in  1990,  with  crowds  per 
lecture  ranging  up  to  400.  Related  activi- 
ties, including  Natchez's  275th  birthday 
party  on  the  Bluffs  overlooking  the  Mis- 
sissippi River,  drew  more  than  2,000 
people. 


"The  idea  of  producing  such  an  an- 
nual attraction  occurred  to  me  in  1989," 
Smith  said.  "I  was  inspired  by  the  suc- 
cess of  the  William  Faulkner  Confer- 
ence at  The  University  of  Mississippi 
and  an  international  educators'  confer- 
ence at  The  University  of  Texas,  both  of 
which  I  had  attended." 

As  a  member  of  1 989  of  the  board  of 
both  the  Natchez  Trace  Parkway  Asso- 
ciation and  the  Natchez  National  Histori- 
cal Park  Foundation,  Smith  was  well 
aware  of  the  importance  of  the  Natchez 
Trace,  which  originates  in  Natchez.  Her 
desire  was  to  help  publicize  the  Trace  in 
a  new  and  unique  way. 

The  1990  Natchez  Literary  Celebra- 
tion was  thus  born,  using  the  title,  "The 
Natchez  Trace:  Its  Literary  Legacy."  For 
a  solid  year  Smith  and  her  co-chairmen, 
Becky  JunkinNevill  and  Kenneth  Taylor, 
both  Co-Lin  instructors,  gathered  sup- 
port for  the  event. 

Financial  support  for  the  $100,000 
budget  came  from  the  National  Endow- 
ment for  the  Humanities  through  the 
Mississippi  Humanities  Council,  and  from 
ticket  sales  and  gifts  from  public  and 
private  entities. 

Physical  support  came  from  Copiah- 
Lincoln,  the  Natchez  Trace  Parkway 
Association,  and  the  Mississippi  travel

industry ,  academic  and  historical  groups, 
public  officials,  civic  and  cultural  groups, 
and  the  news  media. 

'The  inaugural  literary  event  struck 
gold --literally,"  Smith  said.  "People  came 
to  Natchez  from  everywhere,  including 
Europe,  traveling  the  Trace,  staying  over- 
night in  Mississippi  for  several  nights, 
buying  conference  tickets,  and  enjoying 
the  good  life  Down  South." 

Tangible  evidence  of  the  success  of 
the  first  celebration  came  when  a  profit 
of  $10,000  was  announced.  This  sum 
was  donated  as  planned  to  the  new 
Natchez  National  Historical  Park  Foun- 
dation for  its  ongoing  work  with  the  park. 

Because  of  the  huge  success  of  the 
first  conference,  the  second  celebration 
was  immediately  set  into  motion  -  with 
the  additional  clout  of  a  major  co-spon- 
sor, the  National  Park  Service  in  Natchez. 
Co-chairing  the  1991  event  were  Smith, 
Nevill,  and  Stuart  Johnson,  superinten- 
dent of  the  Natchez  National  Historical 
Park. 

The  theme,  "From  Provincial  Outpost 
to  National  Treasure:  Natchez  Cel- 
ebrates Its  275th  Anniversary,"  again 
struck  a  chord  with  hundreds  of  volun- 
teers and  ticket  buyers  from  three  conti- 
nents, as  well  as  with  major  donors, 
including  the  Mississippi  Humanities 
Council,  the  Mississippi  Arts  Commis- 
sion, and  state  and  local  corporate  and 


private  givers. 

As  in  1990,  direct  mail  pieces  and 
media  attention  from  coast  to  coast 
helped  spread  the  word,  and  Natchez 
once  more  filled  up  for  the  conference. 

"The  financial  success  of  the  1991 
celebration  is  certain,  though  final  fig- 
ures are  not  all  in,"  Smith  said.  One 
indication  of  success  is  that  during  the 
weekend  of  the  celebration,  every  hotel/ 
motel/bed-and-breakfast  room  in 
Natchez  was  full. 

In  addition  to  drawing  visitors  to 
Natchez,  the  Literary  Celebration  each 
year  has  definitely  fulfilled  its  educa- 
tional purpose:  to  stimulate  critical 
thought  about  major  literary  and  histori- 
cal works  involving  the  Natchez  area 
and  to  provide  insights  into  the  settings 
of  these  works  with  specially  designed 
field  trips,  tours,  meals,  and  entertain- 
ments. 

"The  effect  of  the  celebration  on 
Natchez  and  Mississippi  has  been  stag- 
gering and  astounding, "  Smith  said. 

Letters  of  compliments  and  apprecia- 
tion from  top  national  and  international 
luminaries  have  poured  in;  national  pub- 
licity for  Natchez  and  Co-Lin  has  been 
enjoyed;  and,  in  recognition  of  Smith's 
work,  the  Natchez  Convention  and  Visi- 
tor Bureau  nominated  her  for  the  1990 
Governor's  Award  on  Tourism  Achieve- 
ment -  a  prestigious  award  which  she 


won  at  the  annual  Governor's  Confer- 
ence on  Tourism  in  May. 

Papers  delivered  at  the  1 990  confer- 
ence will  be  published  in  1991  by  The 
Southern  Quarterly,  a  scholarly  journal 
at  The  University  of  Southern  Missis- 
sippi, Hattiesburg.  Papers  delivered  at 
the  1991  conference  will  also  be  pub- 
lished, Smith  said,  with  details  yet  to  be 
determined. 

As  evidence  of  the  kind  of  impact  the 
Natchez  Literary  Celebration  has  had, 
the  third  annual  event  has  already  been 
set.  Dates  are  June  4-6,  1992.  Theme 
will  be  the  quincentennial  of  the  discov- 
ery of  America,  with  emphasis  on 
Natchez's  Spanish  connection  in  the 
late  18th  century. 

Co-sponsors  again  in  1992  will  be 
Co-Lin  and  the  Natchez  National  Histori- 
cal Park,  with  co-chairmon  Smith,  Nevill, 
and  Johnson.  Headquarters  will  be  at 
The  Natchez  Eola  Hotel. 

As  further  evidence  of  the  impact  of 
the  Natchez  Literary  Celebration,  the 
official  evaluator  of  the  1991  event  for 
the  Mississippi  Humanities  Council,  Dr. 
John  D.  W.  Guice  of  The  University  of 
Southern  Mississippi,  wrote,  "In  25 years 
of  going  to  professional  conferences, 
this  is  the  best  one  I  have  ever  had  the 
privilege  of  attending.  There  are  not 
enough  superlatives  to  put  into  my  re- 
port. Congratulations!"

including  entertainment  by  the  cheer- 
leaders, Colettes,  jazz  band  and  So- 
journers. There  are  many  other  activities 
like  the  Scholars  Bowl,  Math  Contest, 
Science  Quest,  and  Women  in  Science 
and  Technology  (WIST)  where  students 
are  brought  on  campus.  The  best  thing 
you  can  do  in  recruitment  is  to  get  stu- 
dents on  your  campus. 

All  high  school  seniors'  names  and 
addresses  in  our  district  are  put  in  our 
computer's  data  base.  This  allows  us  to 
send  personal  letters  based  on  their 
major  and  interest.  They  also  receive  a 
card  from  Dr.  Thames  on  their  birthday. 
We  mail  three  issues  of  Co-Lin  Expo- 
sure, our  recruitment  newsletter,  to  all 
seniors. 

These  are  just  a  few  of  the  ongoing

Allen  family  establishes  scholarship 


The  William  Curtis  "Pop"  Allen  and 
Henry  Spurgeon  Allen  Scholarship  has 
been  established  on  Copiah-Lincoln 
Community  College's  Wesson  Campus, 
announces  Burlian  Walker,  Executive 
Director  Foundation/Alumni  Atfairs. 

'The  scholarship  is  open  to  contribu- 
tions," Walker  said,  "and  all  gifts  to  the 
new  scholarship  are  tax-deductible  ac- 
cording to  the  IRS  guidelines." 

The  families  of  Elgin  W.  Walley,  the 
late  William  Curtis  "Pop"  Allen  and  the 
late  Henry  Spurgeon  Allen  recently  es- 
tablished the  scholarship. 

W.C.  "Pop"  Allen  was  a  1947  gradu- 
ate of  Copiah-Lincoln  Community  Col- 
lege. A  graduate  of  Copiah-Lincoln  Ag- 
ricultural High  School,  he  was  a  native  of 
New  Sight  community  in  Lincoln  County. 
His  college  education  was  interrupted 
by  World  War  II  where  he  served  and 
was  taken  a  prisoner  of  war  in  the  Battle 
of  the  Bulge.  After  returning  from  the 
war,  he  graduated  from  Co-Lin  and  then 
from  Delta  State  University  in  1949  with 
a  B.S.  in  Education.  He  received  a 
master's  degree  from  Mississippi  Col- 
lege. 

A  longtime  supporter  of  Co-Lin  and  its 
athletic  program,  Allen  was  outstanding 
in  track,  basketball,  and  football  at  Co- 
Lin  and  Delta  State. 

Known  for  his  involvement  in  public 
education,  Allen  spent  37  years  with  the 
Jackson  Public  School  System.  He  be- 
gan his  football  coaching  career  at  Cen- 


tral High  school  in  1949  before  becom- 
ing long-time  athletic  director  for  the 
Jackson  Municipal  Separate  School  Dis- 
trict. He  retired  in  1986. 

National  recognition  came  to  Allen  in 
1981  when  he  was  named  the  National 
Athletic  Director  of  the  Year.  He  won 
numerous  other  honors. 

Allen  was  one  of  those  initially  re- 
sponsible for  helping  establish  the  Co- 
Lin  Athletic  Hall  of  Fame  of  1978.  He 
was  inducted  into  the  Hall  of  Fame  in 
1980. 

He  was  a  former  president  of  both  the 
Copiah-Lincoln  Alumni  Association  and 
the  Copiah-Lincoln  Athletic  Alumni  As- 
sociation. In  1986  W.C.  "Pop"  Allen  was 
named  Copiah-Lincoln's  Alumnus  of  the 
Year.  As  a  memberof  the  Baptist  Church 
he  was  a  Deacon  and  Sunday  School 
teacher. 

He  was  married  to  the  former  Donis 
Weeks  and  they  were  parents  of  four 
children;  William  Curtis,  Jr.,  Henry  Hugh, 
Larry  Eugene,  and  Patsy  Gladney  and 
the  grandparents  of  six. 

W.C.  "Pop"  Allen  lost  his  life  to  cancer 
on  April  10,  1991,  at  the  age  of  67. 

Henry  Spurgeon  Allen  was  a  1937 
graduate  of  Copiah-Lincoln  Community 
College  and  he  received  a  B.S.  degree 
in  agriculture  and  dairy  science  from 
Mississippi  State  University  in  1939. 

For  many  years  he  worked  in  the 
industry  of  dairy  manufacturing.  At  the 
time  of  his  death  he  was  associated  with 


the  transportation  department  of  the 
Jackson  Public  Schools. 

He  was  an  active  member  in  the  Bap- 
tist church,  wherever  he  lived,  serving 
as  a  deacon,  a  Sunday  School  teacher, 
youth  worker,  and  with  the  Baptist  men's 
organization. 

He  was  married  to  the  former  Juanita 
Knight.  They  were  the  parents  of  two 
daughters,  Beth  Allison  and  KayeDufour 
and  the  grandparents  of  four. 

The  scholarship  recipient  is  to  be  a 
student  who  plans  to  attend  Copiah- 
Lincoln  Community  Collegeforthefresh- 
man  and  sophomore  years. 

Selection  will  be  made  by  the  college's 
scholarship  committee  on  a  need  for 
financial  assistance;  one  who  exempli- 
fies Christian  ideals  and  demonstrates 
good  sportsmanship  in  all  activities  of 
the  campus;  one  who  maintains  quality 
work  as  required  by  the  academic  stan- 
dards of  Copiah-Lincoln  Community 
College.

Boudreaux  finishes  in  top  five 


Co-Lin  golfer  Mike  Boudreaux  of 
Brookhaven  has  placed  fifth  in  the  Na- 
tional Junior  College  Athletic  Associa- 
tion Golf  Tournament  held  June  4-7  in 
Midland,  Texas. 

Boudreaux  posted  a  231  score  after 
three  days  of  play.  Finishing  the  first 
round,  the  Co-Lin  sophomore  was  one 
stroke  out  of  first  place  with  a  sco  re  of  75.

A  memorial  to  Dr.  R.  R.  Pearce

In  September  of  1939,  as  I  was  regis- 
tering as  a  freshman  at  Copiah-Lincoln, 
the  teacher  who  was  my  helper  that  day 
merely  said  these  words  about  my  sched- 
ule, "You  will  enjoy  Mr.  Pearce's  Eco- 
nomics class."  No  truer  words  were  ever 
spoken.  Afterfifty  years  I  still  cherish  the 
many  contributions  from  this  great 
teacher  which  have  been  beneficial 
through  many  situations  of  life. 

Dr.  Rex  Pearce  was  not  just  a  college 
professor;  he  was  a  great  humanitarian. 
He  had  an  outstanding  ability  as  a  col- 
lege professor  to  produce  superior  tac- 
tics to  promote  the  proper  attitude  of  the 
students  so  as  to  attract  their  interest  to 
the  theme  of  the  assignment  in  a  manner 
in  which  no  outside  activities  could  eas- 
ily distract  their  attention.  Webster's  New 
World  Dictionary  describes  the  college 
professor  as  one  of  the  highest  ranks  in 
every  phase  of  the  educational  field. 
This  description  certainly  describes  my 
memories  of  so  great  a  teacher  as  Dr. 
Pearce  and  time  has  not  diminished  my 
appreciation  in  fifty  years. 

One  of  Dr.  Pearce's  most  quoted 
phrases  was  "Man  cannot  live  utterly  to 
himself  and  be  happy."  He  believed  and 
taught  that  a  person  must  become  a  part 
of  the  society  in  which  he  lives  to  be  an 
integral  part  of  whatever  it  takes  to  pro- 
mote the  welfare  of  his  neighbor. 

Dr.  Pearce  was  "A  Great  American". 
In  1940,  as  the  Selective  Service  Pro- 
gram was  passed  into  effect  and  so 
many  of  our  students  were  volunteering 
for  the  military,  he  saw  the  need  to 
promote  the  national  cause  by  instilling 
in  the  students  the  importance  of  our 
obligation  as  an  American  citizen. 

This  paragraph  was  quoted  weekly 


until  it  was  an  important  question  in 
examination: 

"I  Believe  In  America" 
I  believe  in  America.  I  believe  it  be- 
came great  because  of  its  faith  in  God, 
its  hope  for  independence  and  its  love 
for  freedom.  I  am  grateful  for  its  glorious 


past.  I  am  awed  by  its  unbelievable 
present.  I  am  confident  of  its  limitless 
future.  I  am  not  ashamed  to  take  my  hat 
off  and  stand  at  attention  when  "Old 
Glory"  passes  by.  I  do  not  apologize  for 
the  lump  in  my  throat  when  I  repeat  the 
"Pledge  of  Allegiance".  I  am  not  embar- 
rassed by  the  tears  in  my  eyes  when  I 
hear  the  "Star  Spangled  Banner." 

With  these  words,  Dr.  Pearce  chal- 
lenged every  student  as  we  left  Co-Lin  in 
1941: 

Each  of  you  is  leaving  Co-Lin  in  what 
promises  to  be  a  critical  year  in  world 


history.  You  can  promote  the  "Great 
American  Way  of  Life,"  only  if  you  con- 
tribute an  honest,  sincere,  and  intelli- 
gent participation  in  community  and  gov- 
ernment affairs. 

If  Democracy  is  worth  dying  for,  it  is 
likewise  worth  living  for.  May  I  challenge 
you  to  a  carefully  planned  life  of  service 
with  faith  in  yourfellowman  and  most  of 
all  "Faith  in  God". 

If  you  cannot  remember  all  the  things 
that  have  been  taught  in  your  Sociology 
class,  please  rememberthis  one  phrase, 
"When  that  last  great  scorer  comes  to 
mark  by  your  name,  the  thing  that  will 
determine  if  you  win  or  lose  is  how 
you've  played  the  game. 

Dr.  Pearce  so  well  performed  his  du- 
ties to  both  God  and  man  during  his  life 
span,  that  it  has  inspired  Co-Lin  and 
hundreds  of  former  students  to  pause  in 
their  activities  of  life  to  pay  special  "Honor" 
to  the  memory  of  such  a  "Great  Ameri- 
can". 

One  man  summed  up  the  whole  of  a 
man's  life  span,  "A  man  makes  many 
exits  and  entrances,  climbs  steep  in- 
clines, also  spans  some  valleys,  finds 
songs  in  the  running  brooks,  lessons  in 
the  rustle  of  the  trees,  gladness  in  every 
tomorrow;  but  then  there  comes  a  span 
of  life  that  his  day  is  exempt  from  public 
haunt  and  he  emerges  into  the  calm- 
ness of  a  peaceful  aging,  which  leads 
him  to  that  blissful  hour  when  the  tapes- 
tries of  his  life  are  drawn  and  he  lays 
down  to  pleasant  dreams." 

But  alas!  The  values  and  contribu- 
tions that  Dr.  R.  R.  Pearce  instilled  into 
the  lives  of  many  people  will  live  on.  The 
cherished  memories  and  appreciation 
of  so  great  a  person  will  never  cease.

Former  dean 
of  men  dies 

Funeral  services  for  Graver  Smith  of 
Summit  were  held  August  22  at 
Brookhaven  Funeral  Home  Chapel  with 
burial  in  the  Philadelphia  Baptist  Church 
Cemetery. 

Smith,  70,  was 
retired  from  a  long 
career  at  Co-Lin, 
having  come  here  in 
1947  as  a  vocational 
agriculture  teacher 
and  having  served 
as  high  school  prin- 
cipal, dean  of  men, 
and  director  of  stu- 
dent life  until  his  re- 
tirement in  1982. 

A  veteran  of  World  War  II,  he,  along 
with  members  of  the  854th  Medical  Col- 
lecting Company  from  Co-Lin  of  which 
he  was  Commander,  was  activated  from 
1950  to  1952  in  the  Korean  War.

He  was  a  member  and  deacon  of  First 
Baptist  Church  in  Summit,  a  member  of 
the  American  Legion  in  Wesson,  a 
member  of  Gideon  International,  and  a 
retired  Lt.  Col.  with  the  Mississippi  Na- 
tional Guard.  He  was  active  in  the  Lions 
Club  and  in  several  educational  organi- 
zations while  at  Co-Lin. 

Survivors  include  his  wife,  Alma 
Louise  Gordon  Smith,  now  retired,  but  a 
long-time  Co-Lin  employee;  sons, 
Tommy  of  Madison  and  Terry  of  Hous- 
ton, Texas;  brothers,  Frank  of  Baton 
Rouge,  Hugh  of  Alexandria,  La.,  and 
Bracie  and  Robert,  both  of  Brookhaven, 
a  sister,  Ruby  Hammill  of  Brookhaven;

Landis  recalls  school's  establishment

R.J.  Landis  vividly  remembers  the 
establishment  of  Copiah-Lincoln  Agri- 
cultural High  school  in  1915. 

Landis,  who  now  lives  in  Jackson  with 
his  wife,  came  to  Wesson  in  191 2  when 
his  father,  R.  L.  Landis,  became  princi- 
pal of  the  highly-regarded  Wesson  High 
School. 

The  elder  Landis  applied  for  the  Wes- 
son job  by  mail  while  he  and  his  family 
lived  in  Eagleville,  Tenn.,  and  when  he 
was  selected  he  brought  his  family  to 
Wesson  by  freighttrain.Forthree  weeks 
the  family  lived  at  the  hotel  while  their 
home  was  readied. 

"I  could  not  believe  we  have  moved  to 
such  a  large  place.  Wesson  was  an 
unusual  town,"  the  younger  Landis  re- 
calls. He  recalls  the  town's  background 
of  the  Mississippi  Mills  and  the  closing. 
He  also  recalls  turn-of-the-century 
Wesson  families,  including  Dr.  Thomp- 
son, the  town's  dentist,  and  his  three 
sons. 

In  a  recent  interview,  he  reflected  on 
living  in  Wesson  during  this  century's 
second  decade  and  on  the  school's  early 
history. 

Even  though  his  father  was  principal 
of  the  local  school,  the  senior  Landis 
recognized  that  children  in  the  area 
needed  additional  education  beyond 
what  was  being  provided.  Since  the  leg- 
islature had  established  agricultural  high 
schools,  his  father,  along  with  others, 
considered  Wesson  as  a  perfect  loca- 
tion for  this  type  of  new  school  since  the 
town's  population  was  4,000. 

'There  were  very  few  all-weathered 
roads",  Landis  states,  "and  school  con- 
solidation had  not  yet  arrived." 

His  father  met  with  the  Wesson  Boost- 
ers Club  at  its  meeting  at  the  Richardson 
House  (the  old  Wesson  Hotel)  and  actu- 
ally made  the  motion  to  investigate  the 
possibilities  of  establishing  this  new 
school.  It  was  voted  that  leaders  of  the 
Boosters  Club  help,  including  Paul  Burke, 
the  group's  president;  Virgil  Youngblood, 
who  was  the  Landis' next-door  neighbor; 
Ike  J.  Williams;  Dr.  W.  L.  Little;  Major 
McDonald,  who  owned  a  store  here;  and 
Robert  "Bob"  Rea.  Mrs.  Frances  Hodges 
as  president  of  the  Woman's  Club,  along 
with  others,  also  volunteered  to  help 


push  this  new  concept. 

The  group  met  with  the  boards  of 
supervisors  in  Copiah  and  Lincoln  Coun- 
ties to  ask  for  support  and  finances. 
Landis  began  to  ride  the  train  from  place 
to  place  in  the  two-county  area  to  seek 
support.  Dr.  Little  used  his  Model  T  Ford 
whenever  possible. 

Through  the  assistance  of  local  busi- 
nessmen, the  two  groups  of  supervisors 


use  in  1991.) 

"A  large,  unexpected  number  regis- 
tered that  first  year  from  grades  8-1 1 ," 
Landis  adds.  He  entered  CLAHS  in  1 91 6 
in  the  eighth  grade.  Several  Wesson 
High  School  teachers  were  elected  to 
the  new  AHS  faculty,  including  Miss 
Carrie  Bennett,  who  taught  Landis  the 
appreciation  of  literature;  C.A.  Bullock; 
Miss  Mattie  Furr;  Pinkey  McCalip,  and

agreed  to  have  an  election  to  levy  tax 
support  forthe  new  school.  Booster  Club 
members  and  their  wives  sponsored  a 
dinner  under  a  magnolia  tree  near  the 
Hodges'  home  and  invited  community 
leaders  to  attend.  Wesson  voted  on  a 
$8,000  bond  to  buy  a  building  site  south 
of  town,  now  the  location  of  Copiah- 
Lincoln  Community  College. 

"Chester  Beacham  and  others  toured 
the  entire  two  counties  to  explain  the 
idea  of  the  agricultural  high  school,"  he 
said.  Beacham  was  a  Wesson  merchant. 
(Mr.  Landis  also  recalls  Patterson  Hard- 
ware Store  that  was  downtown.) 

The  newly-formed  school  board  se- 
lected R.L.  Landis  as  its  principal. 

First  buildings  were  only  two  -  a 
combination  girls  dormitory,  dining  room, 
classrooms  and  domestic  science  and  a 
boys  dormitory  which  also  provided 
classroom  space.  (Note:  Mutton  Build- 
ing, one  of  the  original  buildings,  still  is  in 
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others.  Russell  Ellzey  was  also  a  faculty 
member. 

A  third  building  was  erected  to  in- 
clude administrative  offices  and  labs. 

World  War  I  took  its  toll  on  faculty  and 
students.  Russell  Ellzey  was  among 
those  who  volunteered  for  services. 

In  1918  R.L.  Landis  resigned  as  prin- 
cipal to  head  the  Durant  Schools. 

R.  J.  Landis  continued  his  education 
at  Durant  and  graduated  from  Central 
High  School  in  Jackson  in  1921.  He 
graduated  at  Millsaps  College  in  1925. 

He  taught  at  Enochs  Junior  High  in 
Jackson  from  1925  until  1934  when  he 
moved  to  Central  High  as  math  teacher. 
From  1934  to  1937  he  was  Central's 
assistant  principal.  Meanwhile,  Bailey 
Junior  High  was  built  and  Landis  was 
named  its  first  principal,  a  job  he  held 
from  1937-1942.

It  was  the  first 
center  to  be  located  on  a  community 
college  campus;  the  program  began  in 
1981  on  university  campuses. 

Russ  attributes  the  center's  success 
to  three  reasons:  commitment  from  Co- 
Lin  to  let  him  run  the  program,  commu- 
nity leadership  involvement,  and  his  23 
years  of  hands-on  business  ownership 
experience. 

As  director  of  the  center,  Russ  offers 
one-on-one  counseling  to  people  inter- 
ested in  going  into  business,  buying  a 
business,  or  expanding  an  existing  busi- 
ness. 

The  business  center  program  is  non- 
profit and  is  funded  by  the  Small  Busi- 
ness Administration,  by  the  State  of  Mis- 
sissippi, by  the  City  of  Natchez,  and  by 
the  Natchez-Adams  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. 


Mother,  daughter  learn  yearbooks  'fast'

Sixty-page  deadlines,  spot  color, 
duotone,  bleeding  —  all  those  terms 
may  be  have  been  unfamiliar  in  one 
household  just  six  years  ago. 

But  since  then  Carol  Vickers  and 
Harriet  Vickers  fully  know  the  meanings 
of  those  yearbook  terms. 

Mother  Carol  Vickers  is  yearbook 
adviser  at  East  Central  Community  Col- 
lege in  Decatur  and  daughter,  Harriet 
Vickers,  is  yearbook  adviser  at  Copiah- 
Lincoln  Community  College  in  Wesson. 

Carol  Vickers,  who  has  spent  30  years 
in  the  education  field,  the  last  eight  at 
ECCC,  has  been  yearbook  adviser  for 
the  past  five  years.  Harriet,  beginning 
her  fourth  year  at  Co-Lin,  recently  com- 
pleted her  third  yearbook. 

Neither  ever  expected  to  wind  up 
sponsoring  a  yearbook. 

Carol  "inherited"  her  position  five  years 
ago  when  the  yearbook  adviser  left  in 
the  middle  of  the  year  to  accept  another 
job.  'The  only  experience  I  had  ever  had 
working  on  an  annual  was  in  high  school." 

When  Harriet  became  directorof  pub- 
lic information  at  Co-Lin  in  May,  1988, 
she,  too,  "inherited"  the  job  as  yearbook 
adviser.  "I  had  never  worked  on  a  year- 
book before,"  she  admits. 

But  both  mother  and  daughter  learned 
quickly. 

Both  yearbooks  have  won  awards 
from  the  Mississippi  Community/Junior 
College  Press  Association.  The  East 
Central  Wo-He-Lo  has  captured  awards 
for  theme  and  copy,  while  the  Co-Lin 
Trillium  has  won  awards  for  layout  and 
theme  development.  When  the  MCJCPA 
meets  twice  yearly,  usually  the  Vickers 
women  room  together.  "But  when  I  go 
home  to  Decatur,  our  family  gets  pro- 
voked because  all  Mother  and  I  talk 
about  are  our  yearbooks.  We  even  talk 
on  the  telephone  constantly  about  how 
our  book  is  progressing,"  Harriet  states. 

Family  includes  husband  and  dad, 
Ovid  Vickers,  long-time  instructor  at  East 
Central;  older  daughter  and  sister,  Nona, 
her  husband,  and  two  children;  and  son 
and  younger  brother,  Ovid,  Jr. 

Both  Carol  and  Harriet  agree  that  the 
worst  thing  about  advising  a  yearbook  is 
meeting  deadlines.  "Many  people  be- 
lieve that  a  yearbook  'just  magically 
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comes  out'.  They  do  not  appreciate  the 
book  until  they  work  on  one  and  realize 
that  hundreds  of  hours  of  work  go  into 
the  production,"  Mrs.  Vickers  said. 

Another  problem  is  the  spring  year- 
book, both  agree,  which  has  final  dead- 
lines in  the  middle  of  February.  "You 
miss  so  many  activities,"  Mrs.  Vickers 
adds. 

"The  students  are  gone  so  long  at 
Christmas  and  the  deadlines  are  so  close 
together,"  Harriet  said. 

Yearbook  deadlines  usually  come 
around  November  20,  with  about  30 
pages  due  at  the  printer;  December  15, 
with  50  or  so  pages;  70  due  by  January 
15;  with  the  finally  pages  due  about 
February  20.  The  number  of  pages  due 
at  a  particular  deadline  is  determined  by 
the  total  number  of  pages  in  the  book. 

Seeing  the  finished  product  is  the 
most  enjoyable  part  of  the  job,  Harriet 
thinks.  Mrs.  Vickers  adds,  "It's  getting  to 
know  the  students  and  when  they  achieve 
something  they  did  not  know  they  could 
do.  Seeing  them  take  pride  in  what  they 
do  is  a  joy." 

Has  mother  helped  daughter?  "Yes," 
Harriet  explained,  "I  have  learned  many 
tricks  and  shortcuts  from  Mom,  who  had 
been  working  two  years  before  me  on  an 
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annual." 

Has  daughter  helped  mother?  "Yes," 
Mrs.  Vickers  states,  "Harriet  taught  me 
to  set  up  club  and  organization  group 
pictures." 

"Harriet  has  an  advantage  over  me," 
Mrs.  Vickers  continues,  "in  that  she  can 
take  her  own  photos,  if  need  be.  She 
also  is  newspaper  adviser  and  can  switch 
and  use  the  same  pictures  if  need  be." 

Are  yearbooks  changing?  "Con- 
stantly", both  say.  "Even  in  the  short  time 
we  have  been  into  yearbooks,  we  can 
see  changes.  It  used  to  be  that  just 
photos  were  used,  but  more  written  cov- 
erage is  now  given  to  events.  A  more 
journalistic  approach  has  emerged,"they 
agree.  "Older  yearbooks  may  not  have 
identified  people  in  photos  and  now  20 
years  later  most  will  not  remember  the 
person  or  people  in  the  photo,"  Mrs. 
Vickers  said. 

"When  we  talk  now,  this  summer,  we 
are  trying  to  come  up  with  a  theme  for 
our  yearbooks,"  Harriet  added. 

'The  minute  you  get  one  book  out, 
you  begin  to  plan  and  look  for  another 
theme"  Mrs.  Vickers  said. 

Both  agree,  it's  been  a  learning  expe- 
rience. An  experience,  however,  that 
they  both  enjoy.

Just  ask  Adams  Auto  Service  owner 
Kennon  Adams  if  there  are  employment 
opportunities  in  the  automotive  mechan- 
ics field,  and  he'll  quickly  give  a  positive 
reply. 

Adams,  a  native  of  Brookhaven  and  a 
1966  graduate  of  Copiah-Lincoln  Com- 
munity College,  said,  'There  is  plenty  of 
work  that  a  person  can  do  in  the  automo- 
tive area,"  adding,  "It's  possible  for  a 
person  to  make  a  decent  living  as  an 
automotive  technician."

Smith  wins  prestigious  Governor's  Award 


Carolyn  Vance  Smith,  coordinator  of 
the  English  department,  instructor  of 
English  and  journalism,  and  director  of 
public  information  for  the  Natchez  cam- 
pus of  Copiah-Lincoln  Community  Col- 
lege, recently  won  the  prestigious  1990 
Governor's  Award  for  Tourism  Achieve- 
ment in  Mississippi. 

The  award  was  presented  by  Gov. 
Ray  Mabus  May  9, 1991,  at  the  annual 
statewide  tourism  convention  in  Biloxi. 

Smith  won  the  award  for  founding  two 
new  programs  in  1990,  both  sponsored 
by  Co-Lin :  the  Natchez  Literary  Celebra- 
tion and  the  international  Elderhostel 
program.

The  first  Literary  Celebration,  held 
June  7-9, 1990,  included  the  dedication 
of  the  mansion  Melrose  as  the  corner- 
stone of  the  new  Natchez  National  His- 
torical Park. 

The  event  attracted  hundreds  of 
people  to  hear  not  only  leading  authors 
and  scholars,  such  as  Eudora  Welty, 
Margaret  Walker  Alexander  and  prize- 
winning  historian  Dr.  Robert  Remini  of 
the  University  of  Chicago,  but  also  Sec- 
retary of  the  Interior  Manuel  Lujan,  U.S. 
Senator  Thad  Cochran,  U.S.  Senator 
Trent  Lott,  Representative  G.V.  "Sonny" 
Montgomery,  all  from  Mississippi,  and 
numerous  other  dignitaries. 

The  Elderhostel  program,  a  week- 
long  educational  event  first  held  in  No- 
vember 1990,  was  also  held  in  Decem- 


ber of  that  year. 

"Both  the  Natchez  Literary  Celebra- 
tion and  the  elderhostel  program  were

sell-outs,  proving  so  popular  that  they 
are  being  repeated  in  1991,"  said  Brad 
Chism,  executive  directorof  the  Natchez 
Convention  and  Visitor  Bureau  and  the 
person  who  nominated  Smith  for  the 


statewide  honor. 

"Both  events  prove  there's  cash  in 
culture,"  Chism  said. 

Smith  said  the  award  "is  a  wonderful 
honor  for  Natchez  and  for  Co-Lin."  She 
praised  the  large  number  of  people  who 
made  the  Literary  Celebration  and  the 
Elderhostel  program  successful,  particu- 
larly Dr.  Billy  B.  Thames,  president  of 
Co-Lin,  and  the  Co-Lin  Natchez  faculty, 
students  and  staff. 

Thames  said  Smith's  award  is  a  big 
honor  for  Co-Lin  as  well  as  for  Smith. 

"I  am  pleased  because  Carolyn  richly 
deserves  the  award,"  he  said.  "It  is  tre- 
mendous for  the  school.  We've  gotten 
so  much  out  of  the  programs,  and 
Natchez  and  Adams  County  have,  too."

Elderhostel  program  attracts  large  groups

The  1 -million  member  international 
Elderhostel  program,  sponsored  in 
Natchez  by  Co-Lin,  continues  to  attract 
large  groups  of  senior  citizens  inter- 
ested in  expanding  their  educational 
horizons. 

With  the  theme,  "Historic  Natchez: 
Magic  on  the  Mississippi,"  the  week- 
long  program  was  first  offered  in  Natchez 
in  November  1990.  The  maximum  al- 
lowable number  of  participants,  50  per 
week,  arrived  from  coast  to  coast  and 
from  Canada. 

The  second  session  was  held  in  De- 
cember 1 990,  with  three  additional  ses- 
sions held  in  January  and  February  1 991 . 
All  were  well  attended. 

Because  of  its  phenomenal  popular- 
ity, the  Natchez  program  is  being  held  in 
1991-92  numerous  times. 

"We  first  offered  six  sessions  in  July, 
August,  and  September,  1991,"  said 
Willie  Mae  Dunn,  retired  Co-Lin  librarian 
and  co-director  of  the  program  with  En- 
glish and  journalism  instructor  Carolyn 
Vance  Smith. 

"But  because  of  demand,  the  Sep- 
tember weeks  have  split  and  each  pro- 
gramthat  month  hasdoubled.  The  same 
thing  has  happened  with  the  November 
week." 

Additional  sessions  will  take  place  in 
December  1991  and  January,  February 
and  June  1992,  Dunn  said. 

"All  the  sessions  will  use  the  'historic 
Natchez'  theme  except  the  June  week," 
she  said.  'That  Elderhostel  week  will 
begin  June  1  -7, 1 992,  and  it  will  coincide 
with  the  third  annual  Natchez  Literary 
Celebration." 

Theme  of  the  celebration,  which  will 
take  place  June  4-6,  1992,  is  the 
quincentennial  of  the  founding  of 
America,  with  emphasis  on  Natchez' 
Spanish  connection. 

Co-Lin  and  the  National  Park  Service 
will  again  co-sponsor  the  celebration. 

The  great  popularity  of  Natchez  as  an 
Elderhostel  site  has  encouraged  Dunn 
and  Smith  to  develop  additional 
Elderhostel  themes  for  1992-93. 

Assisting  the  directors  with  managing 
the  programs  and  developing  new  ones 
are  assistant  directors  Becky  Junkin 
Nevill,  instructor  of  hotel/motel/restau- 
rant management,  and  Jan  Byrne,  in- 
structor of  mathematics,  both  at  Co-Lin. 

Faculty  members  are  drawn  from  the 
Co-Lin  Natchez  staff  as  well  as  from 
agencies  in  Natchez.  They  include  Judy 


Daniels  Wiggins,  Jim  Browning  and  Joan 
McLemore  of  Co-Lin;  and  Thomas  H. 
Gandy,  Sim  C.Callon,  Elizabeth  MacNeil 
Boggess,  Marion  Smith,  James  Barnett, 
Mimi  Miller,  Ron  Miller,  Stuart  Johnson, 
Doris  Burt,  and  others. 

Because  Co-Lin  Natchez  does  not 
have  dormitories  or  a  cafeteria,  partici- 
pants are  housed  at  either  The  Natchez 
Eola  Hotel  or  The  River  Park  Hotel, 
where  most  meals  are  also  taken. 

Lectures  on  Natchez's  history  are 
given  in  a  hotel  meeting  room,  with  field 
trips,  tours,  intensive  study  projects,  and 
other  activities  held  elsewhere  in 
Natchez. 

"All  sessions  are  offered  at  cost  as  a 
public  service  of  Co-Lin  through  the 


college's  Special  Interest  program," 
Dunn  said. 

"Fees  for  the  Natchez  program  range 
from  $75  for  commuters  who  do  not  stay 
overnight  at  the  hotel  up  to  $315  per 
person  for  everything;  all  lectures,  extra- 
curricular events,  housing,  17  meals, 
local  transportation,  tickets,  and  educa- 
tional materials."

Paul  publishes  math  article 


Dr.  Joey  Paul,  instructor  of  math- 
ematics and  computer  science  at  Co-Lin 
Natchez,  has  done  it  again!  He's  once 
again  been  published  in  a  national  math- 
ematics college  journal. 

Paul's  paper  is  entitled,  "The  Rule  of 
72.  Why  72?"  The  learned  article  was 
published  in  the  spring  1 991  Mathemat- 
ics in  College  journal,  a  publication  of  the 
City  University  of  New  York. 

In  the  paper,  Paul  looks  at  why  the 
number  72  is  used  when  dividing  com- 
pound interest.  "It  shows  why  the  Rule  of 
72  works  and  how  to  expand  the  rule 
from  compound  double  to  triple  and  up 
to  300." 
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The  paper  was  written  for  a  class 
lecture,  Paul  said.  "Teachers  ought  to 
keep  abreast  of  what  is  going  on,"  he 
said.

Paul  has  had  several  articles  pub- 
lished in  national  mathematics  journals 
in  the  past.  All  cite  his  affiliation  with 
Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College  in 
Natchez.
